ministration man power bill extend­ 
ing the selective service act 
to all 
men between IS and 4.r> inclusive and 
authorizing the President to call such 
persons into m ilitary service, was in­ 
troduced in both Houses of Congress 
today. 
It was referred to the Mille 
tary Committee. 
Leaders planned to 
have the measure considered imme­ 
diately after the summer recess is ov­ 
er the last of this month. 
Provost 
Marshal G e n ia l Crowder, 
in a statement, suggested September 
5th as the date for a national regis­ 
tration for men within the ages. 
W eekly registration of youths at­ 
taining the age of 21 during Hie ne<t 
few weeks was proposed by General 
Crowder, as Hie only means of obtain­ 
ing the 200,000 wanted for September. 
This would be done by Presidential 
proclamation and add about 80,000 to 
the available list. 
A fter carrying oui 
the program 
for Ju ly and August General Crowter 
pointed out that only 100,000 of the 
1918 registrants would 
be 
left 
on 
September 1st for subsequent calls. 
“ The second and more difficult ques- 
tfon,” (}?n eral chowderfa statement 
ridded "is how we can supply on. time 
the 150,000 men required for each of 
the months of 
October, 
November 
and December. 
Between tile ages of 32 and 45 Gen 
eral Crowder estimated there are 10,- 
028,973 males and estimates the net 
effectives at 001,236, 
Between 18 and 
20 he estimates the number at 3,171,- 
071. of which the net effectives would 
total 1,797,609.
